I. Background Information 

On October 10,1980 (46 FR 673483, 
USEPA redesignated a portion of the 
City of Green Bay io primary 
nonattainment of S Q .  The 
nonattainment classification became 
effective as of November 10, lm. 
USEPA stated in the final rulemaking 
notice that pursuant to USEPA guidance 
Wisconsin was required to submit 
within 12 months of the effective date of 
the redesignation (Le., by November 10. 
1W) an enforceable plan to attain and 
maintain the S a  national amblent air 
quality standard8 (NAAQS). Section 
110(a)(2)(1) of the Clean Air Act, 42 
U.S.C. 7410(a)(2)(I), provides for a 
moratorium on the constructlon and 
modification of major sources in any 
designated nonattainment area as 
defined by section 171(2) of the Clean 
Alr Act. 42 U.S.C. 7lWl(2). Wisconsin did 
not submit an S a  SIP wlthin 18 months 
of the cffectlve date of the 
redeslgnation, so USEPA imposed a 
constructlon ban on May 10,1982. 
According to USEPA'S Policy for 
correction of part D SIPS for 
Nonattainment Areas, the construction 
ban remains in effect until USEPA 
approves a revised plan In final. See 48 
FR 50695.

(WDNR) rubmitted a proposed revision 
to the 8 4  SIP for sources in the cities of 
Green Ba and Depere. USEPA 
requertecrthat WDNR withdraw the So1 
plan for Green Bay because rtack height 
credlts allowed for numerous stacks 
under this pian, potentlally conflicted 
wilh the decision by the U.8. Court of 
Appeals for the DC Circuit regardlng 
USEPA's 1982 Stack Height Regulations. 
(The court ordered USEPA to reconsider 
portionr of the Stack Height 
Re uIaUons, reversed certain portion.r, 

1984, and October 11,1084, USEPA 
notified WDNR that the Green Bay plan 
was not approveble due to numerous 
stack height and other technical issues. 

On january 11, WDNR requerled 
that USEPA defer action on i ts  pian until 
after the USEPA Stack Height 
Regulations proposed in November 1 W  
became final. The Stack Height 
Regulations were promulgated by 
USEPA on July 8,1985, 60 FR 27892. 
WDNR notified USEPA on February 5, 
1088, that it was preparing additional 
technical support for the Green Ba and 
DePere plan and again requerted ti at 
USEPA withhold rulemaklng. On May 
21,1987, WDNR submitted additional 
information and asked USEPA to begin 
rulemaklng on the Green Bay and 
DePere So1 plan.
